THE LEGISLATURE. 


Five-sixths of the Assembly are new mem- 


bers, only eleven: Messrs. Biddlecombe, 
Briggs, Chase, Estabrook, Horn, Jenkins, 
Lowth, Kay, Spooner, Tompkins and Walker, 
having previously been members of the State 
or Territorial Legislature. 
Messrs. Doran 


nnd Jlogan were members of one of the Con- 
stitutional Conventions. Of course, in a body 
composed of so many new members, business 
moves slowly at first, but after (hey become 
acquainted with each other, and with the 
rules of the Assembly, they will doubtless act 
with greater promptness. A majority of the 
members are past the middle age. 
As to tho 


average talent of the Assembly, compared 
with former Assemblies, I cannot well judge, 
as the members have not yet had opportunity 
to exhibit their powers. 


The Senate is composed of eight old, and 


ten new members, eome of whom have here- 
tofore been members ot one or the other 
house. There is onn vacancy, occasioned by 
the absence of Mr. Steele, of the 16th—" the 
infected"—District. The Governor has ap- 
pointed the 20th inst. for the election of a 
State Senator; the day on which a U. S. Sen- 
ator is to be chosen. 


After the ordinary business of the Assem- 


bly, Mr. Jenkins moved a general suspension 
of the rules for any joint Resolutions, &e.— 
It bf ing well understood that the object of this 
motion was to enable the Assembly to receive 
and adopt a joint Resolution to lescind the 
Iteiolutions of instruction to Senator Walker, 
passed during the session of 18-18-S. Motion 
opposed by Messrs Bird and Spooner, and 
lost. 


Mr. Wilson then moved the following, 


which lies over one d«y, under the rule : 


Resolved by the Assembly, (the Senate 


concurring,) That the Joint Resolutions cen- 
suring the Hon. Isaac P. Walker, passed dur 
iug the second sesiipn of the State Legisla- 
ture, be, and the same are, hereby rescinded. 


This, as I have before stated, is a part of 


the bargain by which a United States Sena- 
tor is to be chosen, and the Democratic party 
committed irretrievable to the embraces of 
old Hunkeriinn. 


We mention two other fact*, showing the 


animus of the Speaker, and of the majority 
of the party in the Assembly. 
Before mak- 


ing up the Committees, Speaker Horn con- 
sulted the Walworth Delegation. 
Judge 


Spooner, the oldest member, and oldest but 
on«, in the Assembly, replied that he had 
nothing to ask, except that he would not put 
hiiu on tire Committee on enrolled billt. 
But 


the Speaker pal him on that aiuue 


bly, and a Democrat of the Slave-catching 
stripe,—Chairman of this Committee, Mr. 
Tompkins, a National Whig, the second mem- 
ber, and pnt Judge Spooner at the tail of the 
committee. And this is but the beginning of 
the party administration, under the dynasty 
of Messrs. Horn, Walker and Huebschmann, 
in the Legislature. The question is now fairly 
raised between the support of Slave-catching, 
the election of Jadge Dunn lo tho U. S. Sen- 
ate, and feelings of personal kindness toward 
both the Walkers on the one side, and the in- 
tegrity and future success of the Democratic 
party on the other. We shall see who are 
ready to oiler up the Democratic party as a 
sacrifice to Slave-catching, a Slave Compro- 
mise Senator, and Isaac P. Walker. 


The Senate had several bills under consid- 


eration, in Committee of the Whole, and both 
houses passed an appropriation of $600 to the 
Reporter of the Supreme Court, for 200 co- 
pies of his law Reports, in accordance with 
the provisions of a former law. At % past 
11, A. M., both Houses adjourned till to-mor- 
row. Little can be done in either house till 
after the election of a U. S. Senator. 
Messrs. 


Strong and Dunn are here, beseeching and 
besieging the Legislature, and Dr. Darling, 
who has recently arrived, has declared hia 
willingness to be a Compromise candidate, if 
they can't agree on any one else. lie is, 
however, too much of a darling to be spared 
from home for the next six years. The peo- 
ple want him to write letters against Gov. 
Doty.

Co., held a meeting, Dec. 2Sth, to consider 
the Fugitive Slave Law — Mr. II. Smith, 
Chairman, and Mr. J. Crawford, Secretary.
